Already there was a 
trend towards somewhat 
greater personal freedom.

U.S. Not intervening 
In Algerian Question 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday 
(UP). — Secretary of State 
Dulles today declined an ac- 
tive role for the U.S. in seek- 
ing an Algerian settlement. A 
resolution asking President 
Eisenhower and the Secretary 
of State to seek a solution 
there was. proposed yesterday 
by a Democrat Senator, Mr 
John Kennedy 

Mr. Dulles told Sis press 
conference he doubteec 
that the US: could be helpful 
by “overt interposition” in the 
Aigerian situation. At the 
same time he ¢mphaesized 
that American help and as- 
sistance in solving the prob- 
lem “is always available if it 
is wanted.” He added that he 
was thankful the “difficult 
and complex problem was not 
an American one.” 

He pointed out that France 
had granted independence to 
five nations since World War 
II — Vietnam, Laos Cambo- 
dia, Tunisia and Morocco. 
“One can therefore not as- 
sume that the French are re- 
actionary in these matters.” 

Mr. Dulles said the Algerian 
problem is exceptionally hard 
and complicated because of 
the presence there of a@ very 
large European minority. At 
the same time, the Algerian 
population is divided and it
